The  firft  year  of  their  union  was 
fpcnt  in  Paris,  whether  R.)land  had 
been  called  by  the  Ir.tendanta  of 
Commerce,  who  wilhed  to  make  new 
regukliuns  refpcding  manufjftuici; 
regulations  uhich  he  combated,  in 
oppofilion  to  his  own  private  interelt, 
but  with  aU  his  might,  besaafe  found- 
ed on  narrow  notions,  and  hoftile  to 
ihofe  principles  of  general  tiberty, 
which  he  wifhed  to  introduce. 

During  his  rcfidence  in  the  capi- 
tal, he  caufed  fome  papers  tthich  he 
had  drawn  up  for  ihe  academy  to  be 
primed,  and  he  prepared  his  manu- 
fcripts  relative  to  Italy. 

Madame  Roland,  on  this  occaQon, 
correfled  the  [irodf  (liecta,  and  made 
out  fair  copies  of  his  intended  pub- 
licatioq,  relative  to  the  South  of  Eu- 
rope. She  at  the  fame  time  went 
through  a  courfe  of  natural  hiftorj', 
applied  berfelf  to  the  lludy  of  bota- 
lijr  i  and  aa  the -health  of  htr  huf- 
band  was  ?ery  delicate,  did  not  fcru- 
ple  to  fuperiiitend  the  mana^^ement 
of  the  table,  or  even  to  prepare  fuch 
diflies  with  her  own  hand,  as  were 
likely  to  agree  with  hi^  delicate  fto- 

The  next  four  years  were  fpcnt  at 
Amiens,  where  (he  became  a  mother* 
and  a  tiurfe,  without  ccaring  to  par- 
ticipate iu  the  literary  laboiiis  of  her 
-bufband,  who  was  entiulled  with  a 
confiderable  patt  of  the  New  Ency- 
clopedia. This  happy  couple  never 
quitted  their  ftudy,  but  in  order  to 
Tifit  the  neighbouring  country  ;  dur- 
ing thofe  foliiary  ramblci,  Madame 
Koland  made  an  herbal  of  the  plants 
of  Picardy,  and  a  tafte  for  aquatick 
bota«y,  produced  a  little  work  on 
that  fubjeftt. 

In  1784,  they  removed  to  the  ge- 
nerality of   Lyons,  and  refided    for 


fome  time  near  Villefranche,  in  the 
houfe  where  M.  Roland  was  borD, 
along  with  his  mother  and  his  eldeft 
brother,  who  was  a  canon.  Some 
domeftick  chrgHns  fcem  to  have  ren- 
dered their  ftay  here  rather  difagree* 
able,  for  Madame  la  Platiere  was  ill- 
natured,  and  her  eldeli  (on  affeAed  a 
fuperioiity  over  the  youngelt,  which 
was  intolerable  to  a  man  of  a  bold, 
original,  and  independent  mind.  Two 
of  the  winter  months  were  conftant- 
ly  fpeni  at  Lyons,  then  conlidered 
as  one  of  the  firft  cities  of  the  king- 
dom, and  the  refort  of  all  the  pro- 
vincial nobility. 

In  1784,  they  vifited  England, 
and  in  bj^-j  made  the  tour  of  Gei- 

On  the  death  of  Madame  la  Pla- 
tiere, they  relided  chiefly  at  the  fa- 
mily mantion,  called  Le  Cloj  la  P/a- 
tieri,  iiiuattd  in  the  parifh  of  Th^- 
zee.  The  foil  dcies  not  appear  fer- 
tile, but  it  produces  excellcHl  wine, 
and-is  [he  laft  region  of  the  vioeyarda 
on  this  fide  of  the  high  mountains  of 
Beaujolois. 

In  this  retreat,  Roland  pur fued  hia 
literary  labours  in  an  uninterrupted 
fuccefGon,  while  his  amiable  confort 
cnieied  into  all  the  details  of  rural 
economy.  The  neighbouring  pea- 
fantry  in  her  found  a  friend,  during 
the  h  lur  of  diftrefs,  and  (he  became 
the  phyfician  of  the  adjacent  couu- 
try. 

In  1789,  flic  fnatched  her  huf- 
band  from  the  ravages  of  a  horrible 
malady  ;  fat  up  fis  days  and  nights 
without  either  fleeping  or  changing 
her  clothes,  and  nulled  him  with  un- 
common lendernefs  during  a  coDva- 
lefcence  of  fis  m'.inths. 

At  length  the  pefiod  of  the  revo- 
lution  arrived,  and  this  refpe£table 
family,  abandoning  dometlic  eafe, 
prepared  both  to  a3  and  fuflfer  in  the

A  deep  attention  to  botany,  and 
a  thorough  conviflion  of  the  advan 
tagrs  arifing  from  fyftem,  indncrd 
Dr  Darwin  to  turn  his  mind  towan^s 
the  improvement  of  his  own  profcf- 
linn,  and  to  btcome.as  it  were,  the 
Linnxud  of  M.dicine.  Impr-rlRd 
with  this  novel  idea,  in  the  beginning 
of  1 794  he  publilhed  the  fii  !l  volume 
of  hia  "  Zoonomia,  or  the  Laws  of 
Organic  Life,"  in  which,  leaving 
his  former  work  in  pi'flifGon  of  the 
vejre'able  -world,  he  propofts  "  to.

From  Biffit'i.  Life  of  Burke. 


THE  eIo<]uence  of  Buike  has 
been  freqiitnily  compared  to 
that  of  Cicero.  There  is,  no  doubt, 
a  general  refemb'anee  between  two 
of  the  raoft  learned  men  and  greaieft 
orators  of  the  muft  l<  arned  and  elo- 
quent ages  and  cniititrtes.  Both  are 
men  of  esc raordi nary  genius:  both 
had  acquired  an  uncomtnon  fhare  of 
the  knowledRe  of  their  rtfpeftive 
times,  and  efpecially  of  the  know- 
JrdgC  rooft  neoeflkry  for  political  dif- 
quifition  and  elo(|i'iM)t  oration^  :  both 
are  completely  inf.^.mfd  on  the  fub- 
jeds  which  ihcy  undertdke  todifcu(s: 
both  leafon  with  ^reat  t'oice  and  dex- 
Irrity,  arguiiij  clofcly  or  loofely, 
direftly  or  circuitoufly,  as  beft  an- 
fwcied  their  purpiife. 

We  may  confidtr  th.fe  two  (freal 
orators,  in  point  of  materials,  difpo- 
liiion,  language,  and  tho  purpofes  to 
which  their  refpedive  eloquence  was 
djreaed.  The  different  circumHances 
of  the  times  neceffarily  produced  ■ 
very  confiderable  difference  in  the 
materialt  of  their  eloquence.  The 
exicat  and  complication  of  modern 
politics  required  a  proportionate  com- 
prcheafioD  and  variety  of  materialt 


from  the  Briiifh  fenator,  which  the 
more  fimple  relatione  of  ancient  po- 
litics did  not  require  from  the  Ro- 
man. Befidcs  more  mullifarjoul  de- 
tail, the  philofophy  of  politics  is  now 
much  fiirther  advanced-  than  in  the 
time  of  Cicer«.  There  is  much  more 
of  generallzvttion  in  politics,  as  in  all 
fubjeds.  To  contnofe  eloquent  ora- 
tioBS,  in  the  age  of  Cicero,  required 
neither  the  fame  extent  and  .multi- 
plicity of  knowledge,  nor  enlarge- 
inent  of  views,  as  in  the  age  of  Burke.

DtSCKIFTIOH   OF  THE 


NEWBATTLE-H0081,  a  feat 
belonging  to  ihe  Marquis  of  Lo- 
thian, fldnds  on  the  northern  bank 
of  the  6outhEI1c  ;  about  fcvcn  mtlei 
foiitb  from  Edinburgh ;  about  one 
mile,  between  weft  and  foutfa-wcft 
from  Dalkeith. 

In  the  year  1140,  an  abbey  for  a 
cummuniiy  of  Ciltertian  monki,  wai 
founded  here,  by  King' David  the 
Firft.  They  continued  in  this  feat, 
tilllhezraofthe  Reformation.  This 
communiiy  being  then  difToIved,  and 
their  poffLfGons  alienated,  the  abbey 
of  Newbattle  and  iti  circumjacent 
domain,  were,  in  confequencf  of  this 
event,  acquired  by  the  Noble  Fami- 
ly, to  which  they  now  belong. 

Several  veftiges  of  the  buiWiaga 
inhabited  by  the  ancient  etcleff^- 
cal  pofTcffori,  are  ftill  lo  be  fcen  here. 
But,  the  houfe  reprcfented  in  the 
View,  has  been  built,  fince  tbe  abbey 
was  fecularized.  It  is  Aately  and 
fpacious;  and  feen,  at  the  diltance, 
and  from  the  puint  of  afpeft,  implied 
in  this  reprcfcntation,  is  an  agreeable 
and  imprelGve  objeft,  amidft  the  rich 
fcenery  that  lie»  around  it. 

It  is  fituatc  wiihin  a  park.  Before 
it,  on  the  bank  of  the  iivrr,  opens  a 
verdant  lawn,  here  and  there,  en- 
croached upon,  by  ftraggling  trees, 
and  bounded  by  thicker  wood.'  Clofe 
by  the  park-wall  Hands  the  chur'ch 
uf  Newbattle,  with  a  fmall  village 
which  has  arifen  bcfide  it.  The  town 
of  Dalkeith  is  within  fight.  "'And  by 
afcending  an  eminence,  on  either  fide, 
a  profpcA  may  be  obtained  of  tUt 


city  of   Edinburgh,   and  all  its  rich 
and  populous- environ*. 

In  t'he  parif,  are  forne  trees  fiogu- 
larly  remarkable  for  girth  and  height. 
Thcfe  are  chJeBy  alhes,  elmsi  and 
chefnut-treea.  One  tall  aJh  mcafurec 
more  than  an  hundred  and  twenty 
feet,  in  height.  There  are  feveral 
others  rifing  to  within  a  few  feet  of 
the  fame  degree  of  loftinefs.  Others, 
diAinguifhed  by  tlieir  thicknefa,  rtiea- 
fure  from  tifieeii  to  four  and  twenty 
feet  in  girth.  It  i«  probable,  that 
thefe  and  others,  which  altho'  fome- 
what  inferior,  are  not  unworthy  of 
Handing  befide  them,  m'^y  hive  been 
planted  by  the  ancient,  clerical  pof- 
feflbrs  of  Newbaltte. 

It  is  difficQit  to  contemplate  any 
of  the  feata  of  tbe  ancient,  regular, 
or  fecular  Clergy  ;  whofe  power  was 
eftablifhed  in  thia  country  during 
the  darker  ages  j  without  reflefliDg 
on  the  fervices  wliich  they  performed, 
towards  improving  the  face  of  the 
land,  and  teaching  its  inhabitants  to 
culiivate  it.  They  firft  taught  our 
fo>-efathers,  to  couftrud  houfes  for 
comfortable  in teripr  accommodation ; 
and  not  merely  for  iheltcr  from  the 
Aorm,  or  proteaion  againft  an  hof- 
tile  affault.  By  them,  were  the  mol 
ancient  breeds  of  atmufl  all  our  tame 
cattle,  introduced  into  Scotland.  To 
them,  we  owe  our  fruit-trees,  and 
even  nioit  of  our  timber  trees  that 
are  not  indigenous.  They  firft  low- 
ed wheat,  barley,  and  atu,  in  thcfe 
regions.

In  France 
we  commonly  diink  only  one  cup  of 
good  Coffee  after  dinner;  in  Eng- 
land, they  drink  five  or  fix  times 
that  quantity  of  the  moft  deteltable 
kind.

He  looked  a- 
broad  through  all  the  realms  of  Na- 
ture j  through  her  fcenei  of  majefty, 
of  foftnefs,  or  of  terror  i  the  wilds 
of  folitude,  the  ftormy  promontory, 
the  cultivated  profpeft,  the  expaqfe 
vf  forefts,  the  liring  lake,  the  tor-. 
rent,  or  t!>e  catarafl.  By  the  fhores 
of  the  interminable  ocean,  on  the 
cliffs,  and  on  the  ragged  rocks,  lie 
found  and  felt  the  power  of  infpira- 
tion.

Moliere  is  traiiflaitd  into  all  Ian- 
gua^v,  and  played  on  the  theatre  of 
every  poUihcd  nation.  He  has  uni- 
verfally  extended  the  empire  of  French 
literature.  He  ia  the  poet  of  all 
times,  of  all  ages,  of  alt  countries  { 
a  glory  which  he  divides  ouly  with 
La  Fontaine.

Regnard  is  more  gay  than  humour- 
ous, more  humourous  than  comic. 
He  is  fatiified  when  he  makes  us 


laugh,  and  feems  to  confine  to  this 
all  bis  pretenTiona.  The  rights  of 
the  comic  mnfe  are,  however,  much 
more  cxtetifive,  and  the  drama  wouU 
never  have  been  the  lirft  of  ana,  if  it 
ferved  only  to  make  ua  merry. 

Regnard  is  truly  mural  in  one  of  ' 
his  pieces  only,  aud  the  claim  to  tlii* 
piece  Dtifrefny  difputea  with  him. 

I*  will  readily  be  perceived  that 
we  refer  to  the  Jonmr,  a  work  that 
is  placed  immediately  after  tbe  ad- 
mirable productions  of  Moliere  anil 
the  Metromanit,  What  leads  us  to 
think  th*  the  claims  of  Dufrefny 
are  well  founded,  is,  that  in  all  hia 
dramatic  career  Regnard  has  not 
been  able  to  produce,  any  thing  at  all 
to  compare  with  it  in  merit.  The 
other  pieces  of  Regnard  form  a  dan- 
geroua  fchool  for  manners,  but  they 
often  by  their  pleafantry  make  the 
molt  rigid  philofopher  fmile. 

It  Regnard  had  entitled  his  LegS' 
taire  Univerfel  the  Punilien  du  CeU- 
bat,  it  would  have  been  the  molt  mo> 
ral  piece  on  the  ftage  ;  at  prelcnt  il 
is  the  mod  dangerous. 

Reguard  has  done  great  injury  to 
the  dramatic  art  by  turning  it  from 
its  moral  end,  whicb-is  coofidercd  by 
philofo[)hers  ab  the  chief  apanage  of 
comedy.  He  conceived  that  he  ought 
topurfue  a  diffeient  toad  from  that 
of  the,  author  of  Tarli^i,  by  ftriviog 
to  pleafe  by  other  means.  He  felt 
that  the  viciniiyof  this  great  man 
was  too  dangerous  for  him. 

The  life  of  Rrgnard  exhibits  a  ro- 
mance '■■ery  exlraoidinary,  and  fcatcc- 
)y  credible.  I  he  dangers  he  ran  in 
his  numerous  travels,  the  fiiigular  ad- 
ventures that  happened  to  him,  the 
Itrange  eveals  which  fprung  up  un- 
der hit  feet,  are  enteriaimn^  to  read. 
and  furnifh  matter  fur  a  variety  of 
reflexions. 

Regnard  wrote  with  fingular  faci- 
lity in  the  midltof  a  dillipated  life, 
which  was  not  estended  beyond  hia 
thirty-fifth  year. '
